T R I C K I N G A C R A B . 


African Native* Take Advantage of His 
Industry I n a Heartless Manner. 


In Africa there, exists a certain mem­ 
ber of the crab genus commonly known 
as the great tree orab. 
This peculiar 
shellfish has an offensive 
trick of 
crawling up the cocoanut trees, biting 
off the coooanuts and then creeping 
down again backward. 


The theory is that the nuts are shat­ 
tered by the fall, and the great tree crab 
is thus enabled to enjoy a hearty meaL 
Now, the natives who inhabit regions 
infested by this ill conditioned orab art 
well aware that the lower portion of the 
crab's anatomy is soft and sensitive, and 
they believe that the "biValve" was 
thus constructed in order that he might 
know when he had reached the ground, 
and when, consequently, he might with 
safety release his grasp of the trunk. 


So what they do in order to stop his 
depredations, which often ruin the co­ 
coanut crops, is this: While the orab is 
engaged in nipping off the coooanuts 
they olimb half way up the trees and 
there drive a tow of long nails right 
around the tree, allowing an inch or so 
of the nails to project. 


The orab has no knowledge of disas­ 
ter, nor yet the fitness of thinga As he 
descends the sensitive part of his body 
suddenly touches the nails. Thinking he 
has reached the ground, he naturally 
lets go. Instantly he falls backward and 
cracks his own shell on the ground.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 


"B Pluribos Cnum." 


The 
ciroumstances 
attending the 
adoption of the legend " B Pluribus 
Unum" as the motto of the United 
States have never been fully explained 
by the historians. It was probably used 
on coins—and some say upon early 
colonial flags—long before it was regu­ 
larly recognized by the leading officials 
of the new republic. The oldest coin 
bearing the motto in full is a colonial 
cent coined fay New Jersey in the year 
1786. 
The same year it appeared on a 
email medal recognized among the col­ 
lectors of coins as "the confederatio." 
This medal was a national token, I be­ 
lieve, and was coined by authority of 
the general government It bore on one 
side 13 stars and a blazing sun, the lat­ 
ter surrounded by the word "Confeder­ 
atio, '' which gives it the name by which 
it is known to the numismatists. 


The words in the headline are un­ 
doubtedly from Virgil's "Moretus.V a 
poem devoted to a description of a cer­ 
tain salad I In the rhyming recipe he 
gives instructions for mixing the proper 
herbs and pounding the same in a mor­ 
tar until the various oolors blend as one. 
Some one has very appropriately said 
that "the colonies were mixed in the 
mortar of the Revolution and came out 
as one homogeneous 
nation." —» St 
Louis Republic.

TURNER AND HIS GUN

R o w He Showed His Dislike For a Horse­ 


man W h o B o d e at a Trot—Finally His 
Spirit Was Conquered by a Mild Man­ 
nered Soldier With a Winchester. 


Now and then a "bad man" tries to 
cultivate something which he mistakes 
for humor. One of these devotoes of lev­ 
ity used to haunt the cattle range of 
western Kansas, and every fall and 
spring he appeared in Dodge City at the 
general "roundup." 
Every time he 
came to town he left some proof of a 
facetious mind, and was very sure of be­ 
ing talked about "by every idle man and 
most of the busy ones who remained 
when the rush was over. 


His name was Eok Turner, though 
Dodge City will best remember him by 
the title'' Double-L Eck,'' the duplicated 
capital being Leonard & LouRhrain's 
brand, and he being one of thoir best 
riders. In faot, Turner might have been 
foreman if he had oared for the position, 
for he oould ride well, and thoro were 
few moro expert with the rope and prob­ 
ably none who con Id bear fatigno nnd 
hardship more patiently than ho. 


But the trouble was he wanted recom­ 
pense for the dull life of a cowboy. He 
didn't care for money. Any wages going 
were acceptable to him. But when the 
cattle got rounded up and there was half 
a day's escape from the tedium of labor 
Eok Turner wanted his fling. And he al­ 
ways went into town and had it. 


Now, a foreman 
cannot do these 
things.. He must stay by the herd all the 
timo, preserve a clear head and firm 
plaoe in the saddle. He is the represent­ 
ative of the owner—the custodian of 
much wealth—and dissipation is not to 
be thought of. 


One of Eck Turner's pet bits of hu­ 
mor was to pick out people whose ap­ 
pearance displeased him add shoot just 
near enough to them to express his sen­ 
timents. He particularly disliked to see 
horsemen go by on the trot. It was in a 
cowboy country, and cowboys galloped, 
whether or not they were in a hurry. 


And if the rider had a habit of "ris­ 
ing" in the stirrups, as conventional 
trotters often do, Eck Turner hated him 
violently. 
So that when he came down 
Main street one day and saw a rather 
well dressed man go by trotting and 
"rising" with the motion of his horse 
Eck called general attention to the spec­ 
tacle. 


Really the trotter was not a very good 
horseman. It was possible, as Eck ob­ 
served, to "see daylight under him" ev­ 
ery time he rose in the saddle. And the 
glimpses of that recurring "daylight" 
provoked Eok to a bit of pistol practice. 


"I bet," said he, watching the rider 
and reaching for a large revolver, pretty 
well baok on his belt, " I bet I can shoot 
between him and the saddle and never 
touch a feather.'' 


He had been drinking in so decorous 
a manner as to be dangerous, and so no 
one interfered. 
The rider was half a 
block away when Eck fired, and the 
bullet must have gone true, for the rider 
passed on unconscious, while a sign di­ 
agonally across the street was shattered 
by the shot. 


He tried it again later in the day and 
fortunately—miraculously—escaped the 
infliction of injury. 
Dodge City talked 
about "Double-L Eok" and his new joke 
all summer, and in the autumn he came 
in and tried it again. 


The first shot he made he hit a man 
in the leg and was very indignant be­ 
cause they would not give him another 
chance, assuring the crippled victim it 
was an accident, and urging him to 
mount and trot past just one time more, 
rising no higher than he had done, and 
guaranteeing to put three shots out of 
five between hrm and the saddle or buy 
the drinks for the crowd. 


But it was the uncertainty about the 
other two shots that interfered with ne­ 
gotiations—that and the trotting man's 
persistent endeavor to enjoy the freedom 
of his own pistol arm while Eck re­ 
mained in his presence. 


Eok thought it was funny, and that 
hallucination grew on him till he got 
into trouble. When the wave of "Texas 
fever" swept over Kansas in 1880, kill­ 
ing off so many of the Kansas cattle, a 
state law stopped,those "drives" which 
had been the life of western Kansas, and 
Eck Turner lost his occupation. He went 
farther west and south and tried to shoot 
the top off a man's-plug hat in Colorado 
Springs because he insisted the fashion 
was two in ones shorter than the man 
was wearing. 


At La Veta he took exception, to the 
sputtering sound occasionally made by 
an electric lamp and went about shoot­ 
ing the carbons in two till the city 
marshal engaged in repartee and shot 
off the end of Eok's thumb, alleging as 
a sufficient reason the fact that no man 
with two good thumbs oould be a real­ 
ly "bad man. " Eok replied in kind, and 
there were no applicants for the position 
the marshal's demise left vacant until it 
was known that Eok bad left that region 
and gone to Arizona. 


At Fort Wingate he had the misfor­ 
tune to shoot into an ambulance driven 
by a very mild mannered private sol­ 
dier, who pulled up a Winchester and 
crippled Eok for life, destroying the use­ 
fulness of both shoulders and incidental­ 
ly putting out his right eye. 


After that Eok Turner went to Flag­ 
staff and developed a remarkable habit 
of winning at faro and taking care of 
his money. He oonf eased to a record of 
five men slain, but he was given credit 
for twice as many,on account *of his 
veil known modesty, and when he final­ 
ly opened a boarding house for Seamen 
in San Francisoo he permitted all the 
turbulent habits of his cowboy life to 
drift'away to forgetfulness.—New York 
Herald.

liable to a tine of $500 or imprisonment^ in 
the County Jail, or both

Pursuant to statute and to resolution number 
14-A, adopted June 8th, 1899, by the Board of 
Trustees of the Town of Berkeley, directing 
this notice, the undersigned Invites and will 
reoelve at hi* offlee In the Town Hall, up to 7:45 
o'olook, p. it., of tbe 81st d a ; of June, A. D. 1806, 
sealed proposals or bids for the following Street 
Work, to be done aeoordlng to the speolnoaiidns 
posted and on file therefor, to-wit: 


That all of that portion of Sbattuok avenue 
In said town desorfbed as follows, to-wit: Com­ 
mencing at a point on the western line of Sbat­ 
tuok avenue and distant thereon 600 feet south­ 
erly from the southern line of Dwight way and 
running thenoe southerly along and with said 
line of Sbattuok 
avenue to a point 115 feet 
northerly of the northern line of Ward street 
measured on the western line of Adeline street, 
tbenoe in a dlreot line northeasterly and follow­ 
ing the northerly line of Adeline street as tbe 
• am) is defined In Ordinance No. 598, adopted 
I y said Board of Trustees on the Hist day of 
Jan jury. 1895, to the polntjof Intersection of the 
eastern line of Adeline street with tbe western 
line of Sbattuok avenue as originally laid out 
as u oounty road, thenoe southerly along and 
with the said line of Shattuok avenue to the 
south boundary line of tbe town of Berkeley, 
thenoe easterly along said last named line to 
the eastern line of Shattuok avenue, thenoe 
northerly along and with said line of Shattuok 
avenue to the northern line of Derby street, 
thenoe in a dlreot line southwesterly to the 
point of Intersection of the eastern line of Shat­ 
tuok avenue, as said avenue was urlgluully 
dedloated as a oounty road, with the southeast- 
era line of the right of way ot the Berkeley 
branch of the Northern Railway 
Company, 
thenoe northerly along uud with the said east­ 
ern line of Shattuok avenue to a point 500 feet 
southerly from the southern line of Dwight 
wuy, tbenoe westerly and parallel with said 
line of Dwight way to the point of commence­ 
ment; exoepttng therefrom suoh portion or por­ 
tions thereof as Is requlied by law to be kept 
in order or repair by any person or company 
having railway traoks thereon; shall be graded 
and curbed to tbe official line and grade, and 
that a concrete oulvert 48x80 inoben in tbe olour 
be constructed across Shattuok avenue from 
the southeasterly corner of Derby street and 
Shattuok avenue to a point ISO feet northerly of 
the northerly line of Ward street, measured on 
the westerly line of Adeline streot and Shul 
tuuk avenue, and that a 12-inoh vitrified iron­ 
stone pipe oulvert be oonstruoted from said 
ooncrete culvert to the northeasterly corner of 
Shattuok avenue and Ward street; and that u 
DMnob Ironstone pipe culvert be constructed 
from the northeasterly corner ot Derby street 
and Shattuok avenue to oonnoot with said con­ 
crete culvert, and that brick oatoh«baslns be 
constructed, one at the northeasterly corner of 
Ward street and Shattuok avenue and one at 
the northeasterly corner of Derby street and 
Shattuok avenue, said oatoh basins to be pro­ 
vided with iron ourbs and gratings, and that 
an Iron ourb and grating be oonstruoted where 
the westerly gutter crosses said ooncrete cul­ 
vert, all as per the plans and specifications 
heretofore adopted. 


That the expense of said work and Improve­ 
ment shall be ohargeable and be obarged upon 
the district of lands hereinafter desorfbed. 


That the Board of Trustees hereby deolares 
that tbe district of land to be benefited by said 
work and improvement and to be assessed to 
{tay the oosts and expenses thereof is as fol- 
ows: All that oertaln district of lands situ­ 
ate, lying and being In said Town of Berkeley 
and bounded and desorlbed as follows, to-wit: 
Comuieuolug at a point on the southerly line of 
the Town of Berkeley distant thereon westerly 
from the westerly line of Shattuok avenue four 
hundred 
feet, theneo northerly and parallel 
with the westerly line of Shattuok avenue to a 
point live hundred feet southerly of tbe souther­ 
ly line of Dwight way; thenoe easterly and 
parallel with the southerly line of Dwight way 
eight 
hundred and 
sixty-six^ feet; thenoe 
southerly and parallel with the westerly line of 
Shattuok avenue to the south boundary line of 
the Town of Berkeley; thenoe westerly along 
said last line eight hundred and sixty-six feet 
to the point of commencement. 


All lamphole and manhole covers shall l>e 
placed to tne official grade, and that all of said 
work beretn specified shall be done In accor­ 
dance with the plans and speolSoatlons hereto­ 
fore adopted for the same by said Board. 


Tbe Clerk of this Board, the Town Clerk, is 
hereby directed to publish this Resolution for 
two days, and notloe of said work, Inviting 
sealed proposals or bids for doing the work and 
referring to the specifications posted and on 
ale, also for two days, both In the BBRKBLKY 
GAZBTTK, a dally newspaper published and cir­ 
culated 'In this town, hereby designated for 
that purpose. Said notioe shall require a cer­ 
tified oheck or a bond, either, as prescribed by 
law And for an amount not less than ten per 
oent of the aggregate of the proposal. He Is 
also directed to post said notloe with specifica­ 
tions conspicuously for Ave days on or near the 
council chamber door. 


Bidders must die with each proposal or bid » 
oheck payable to the order of the President of 
the Board of Trustees of this Town, oertitied 
by a responsible bank, for an amount which 
shall not be less than 10 per oent of tbe aggre­ 
gate of the proposal, or by a bond for the said 
amount and so payable, signed by the bidder 
and by two sureties, who shall justify before 
any offloer competent to administer an oath, in 
double the said amount and ovea and above all 
statutory exemptions.
